Cresswell and John lilack, of the 
Thompson campaign committee, upon 
learning that the names of a number 
of British subjects had been improper- 
ly struck off the lists, handed them to 
George Brlmston, formerly of Victoria, 
the enumerator, who placed them on 
his list, thus counteracting the scheme 
to disfranchise them. 

Upon this testimony a counter 
charge of conspiracy to add names to 
the voters' list was laid against Messrs. 
Cresswel and Black, the complainant 
being John Grant, ex-mayor of Vic- 
toria, and to the surprise of the com- 
munity Magistrate Wroughton today 
handed the case up for trial. The 
magistrate, who is not a lawyer, was 
advised in the case by Crown Prosecu- 
tor Patullo, a Congdon supporter.

SITUATION IN POLAND. 

Conditions Throughout Country Are 
Improving Except at Warsaw. 

Warsaw, Feb. 2-1. — Imperial Counci- 
lor Micnkin, who on account of the ill- 
ness of. Governor General Teclierkoff is 
virtually acting as governor general of 
■Poland, said to the correspondent of Hie 
Associated Press that with the exception 
of Warsaw the condition of affairs 
throughout Poland was improving, the 
strikers were returning to work ami dis- 
turbances were decreasing. Regarding 
Warsaw, his excellency said the situa- 
tion was very unsatisfactory. The strik- 
ers returned to work one day and walk- 
ed out the next. The serious matter 
was -the strike on the Vienna and Vis- 
tula railways, which both 'belong to the 
government, though the former is leased 
lo a corporation. Therefore it is neces- 
sary to obtain permission from St. Pe- 
tersburg before the demands of the 
workmen for a leu hour day and higher 
wagers can be guaranteed. A 1'avorablo 
answer, however, is expected immediate- 
ly, and I ho strike may be ended tonight. 
Epidemic of Strikes. 
_ Speaking 'generally his excellency said; 
"The whole strike movement is in the 

nut in f an epidemic. Starling from 

iSt. Petersburg ii lias ravaged other puru 
of the empire. A strike iii Russia is u 
very different matter from a similar 
movement in Great Britain or Germany, 
where the workmen me intelligent and 
educated, while in Russia only a few are 
able to read or understand what they 
are demanding. Such a condition ren- 
ders a settlement much more difficult."

•the _ agitation was undoubtedly entirely 
Socialistic and that there was no trace 
of its being of a revolutionary charac- 
ter.

He intimates that had the Attorney -Gen- 
era I come to him, representing that there 
had been allegations of a trumped-up 
ease in the proceedings instituted for 
perjury, he would have been quite ready 
to show by ais documentary evidence 
and witnesses that this suggestion was 
incorrect. He denies, however, the right 
of the Attorney-General to abrogate tho 
duties of the magistrate's court in de- 
termining whether or not there is a case 
for trial, or in dismissing from the pro- 
ceedings counsel under whose advice 
they have originated. F'ven at this stage 
of the proceeding he is quite willing, if 
Deputy Attorney-General .McLean comes 
into the case as representing the depart- 
ment, to consult with him, and act with 
him in the direction of the prosecution.

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THE GRAND TRUNK PACIFIC. 

It is naturally a very pleasant thing 
to know that a Canadian enterprise 
should have received so appreciative a, 
reception In the Great Britain money 
market, and that the capital required 
for a railway project has been sub- 
scribed ten times over. We are in- 
formed by Mr. Morse that the Grand 
Trunk Pacific has now sufficient money 
In hand to build the road up to the 
foot of the mountains, preparatory to 
entering the Rockies. The painful part 
to British Columbians is still to come. 
Mr. Morse, General Manager, as quoted 
in last evening's Times, makes the fol- 
lowing announcement, which we give 
in full in order that our readers may 
gather the exact significance : 

"I am only sorry that t ho people of 
British Columbia have not signified 
desire to co-operate with us to the e 
tent of giving assistance, In the way of 
land grants, that would justify at this 
time our taking up the subject of early 
construction at this end. 

"I think it is generally known that in 
order to build the road in the most 
economical manner, and do justice to 
our shareholders, by obtaining a rail- 
road at minimum cost, it will be to our 
advantage to work from the East to 
the West. Of course, in doing this, the 
expenditure in British Columbia com- 
pared with that that would be made if 
we built from the West to the East, 
would be materially reduced. It is, 
however, for the people of British Co- 
lumbia to say whether or not they can 
afford to make it possible for us to de- 
part from the methods we are now 
following in reference to the construc- 
tion of the new transcontinental line." 

The foregoing bears out to the letter 
the contentions of the Colonist prior 
to the general elections. After all the 
announcements and assurances that 
the railway would be built without 
costing the Province a cent, that it 
would be proceeded with forthwith, 
and that construction would begin at 
this end and be carried through to the 
prairies, we have now the explicit 
statement of the General Manager that 
without the assistance of the Province 
the company must carry out its plans 
in the cheapest way and in its own 
time from the East to the West. 

We have nothing to say regarding 
the Grand Trunk Paciilc Railway Com- 
pany, although wo did have a letter 
to Senator Templeman from Mr. Hays, 
President of the Grand Trunk Railway 
Company, paraded before the electors 
to disprove what the Colonist and the 
Conservative party in British Colum- 
bia alleged would happen. That 
company is pursuing the course best 
calculated to serve its own interests 
find in accordance with the contract 
made with the Government of the Do- 
minion. The duty of protecting our in- 
terests lay not with the railway com- 
pany, but with the Government at Ot- 
tawa and the representatives we sent 
to Parliament from this Province. 
Having failed in their duty at the pro- 
per time, they afterwards endeavored 
to, and did, square themselves with 
the people of British Columbia by 
making promises, for the performance 
of which, unfortunately, there was no 
guarantee. As a consequence seven 
Liberals went to Ottawa, elected, as 
the sequel shows, upon false pretences. 
The people were deliberately and 
shamelessly deceived. These men well 
knew that a demand would subse- 
quently he made to the Province, but 
trusted to the general demand that 
would arise for the speedy construc- 
tion of tile line from this end to escape 
the odium which should attach to 
such political conduct. 

The Province is now being held up 
to assist in doing something which 
ought to have been provided for In the 
original contract, and something which 
we were solemnly assured on all sides 
would be done irrespective of such 
contract. Whatever may be the out- 
come, we wish it to be understood that 
is precisely and absolutely tile position 
in which the Liberal party has placed 
the people of British Columbia. If the 
people who supported it are satlstied, 
well and good. We propose, however, 
that the eircumstances shall not lie 
forgotten. 

THE FINDING OF THE INTERNA- 
TIONAL COMMISSION. 

Reduced to apparent deflnlteness, the 
finding of the International Commis- 
sion appointed to enquire Into the 
North Sea incident is that Admiral 
Rojestvensky, though lie was not at- 
tacked by any person or thing, thought 
he was, and was, therefore, justified lu 
firing at an innocent fishing fleet, 
Which was tile supposed enemy, with 
loss of life and property. The finding 
may be gratifying to the Russian au- 
thorities, but it certainly affords little 
satisfaction to the unhappy victims of 
the Russian commander's delusions. 

Of course.', the finding of a commis- 
sion of admirals must be accepted by 
Great Britain. It is hardly fair, either 
to refer to it as a "whitewashing" re- 
port. They had to decide upon the 
evidence before them, which was of a 
very contradictory and confusing char- 
acter. What did occur, in the circum- 
stances, was not very clear to any of 



the witnesses. Moreover, the admirals 
no doubt had themselves been at sea 
on very dark nights ojid could sympa- 
thize with the panicky feeling which 
gave rise to the incident. The Russian 
commander thought he was in danger 
of being attacked and commenced fir- 
ing, with direful consequences to the 
fishing fleet and considerable danger to 
his own fleet. This may, In time of 
war, be considered sulllcient excuse for 
a man afflicted with delusions; but we 
trust, In the interests of the preserva- 
tion of the human race, it will not be 
adopted by civil courts as a precedent 
during times of peace. It would be 
most Inconvenient, if not extremely 
dangerous, if men alllicted with jim- 
jams, for Instance, should go through 
the streets after dark shooting pro- 
miscuously, and afterwards be permit- 
ted to set up as a defence that they 
had been following the example set by 
Rojestvensky and were simply defend- 
ing themselves against a host of fan- 
cied enemies in pursuit with intent to 
kill. A man might start in slaughter- 
ing his neighbors wholesale on the 
plea, supported by evidence of his 
friends, that he considered himself in 
danger of being attacked by said 
neighbors, and thus be acquitted of all 
responsibility and be set free. 

Under the present condition of 
things, ordinary individuals who be- 
come alllicted witli dangerous de- 
lusions are regarded as a menace to 
the community and are carefully look- 
ed after. In the case of Russian ad- 
mirals it is different, as has been seen, 
but In \lew of what happened In the 
North Sea and the long distance to be 
traverse^ by the Russian fleet in neu- 
tral waters, the commission might at 
least have been justified In providing 
a suitable escort, composed of British 
men-of-war, for the Russian admiral 
as far as Port Arthur. This would 
seem to be as much necessary in the 
Interests of the Russian fleet itself as 
for the preservation of the peace of 
t he world while Rojestvensky is at 
large. 
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THE SONGH EES' RESERVE. 

The matter of the Songhees Indian 
reserve came up for discussion in the 
Semite on motion of Senator Macdon- 
ald. His proposal for a commission of 
three to select a new site and arrange 
terms was not accepted by the Govern- 
ment. Senator Templeman, speaking 
for tile latter, made a strong effort to 
give tlie subject a partizon bias and 
to place the responsibility upon the 
local Government. Since, he said, the 
Dominion had accepted the proposals 
made by Mr. Dunsmuir, as Premier, 
nothing had been done. We are fur- 
ther informed by him that, so far as 
the Dominion Government was con- 
cerned, it was willing and anxious to 
secure tile removal of the Indians and 
no reasonable or fair proposition would 
be refused. "If the matter." lie said, 
"were approached in a reasonable 
spirit it could be settled." 

As Senator Templeman knows, that 
is a very unfair statement of the case. 
Action was taken by the Provincial 
Government. A number of sites were 
selected, none of which the Indians 
would accept. In fact, so far, the In- 
dians have not agreed to leave their 
present location at all. In addition to 
that we have the legal opinion of the 
city barrister, that has not yet been 
questioned, to the effect that the pres- 
ent Indians cannot, legally, sign away 
the rights of posterity to the reserve, 
and that concurrent legislation on the 
part of the two Governments concern- 
ed is necessary. We have heard a 
great many persons make the state- 
ment repeated by Senator Templeman 
that it was an easy thing to do to set- 
tle the question "if the matter were 
approached in a reasonable spirit." So 
far, no one has yet come forward with 
a practical suggestion. It is one of 
those, on the face of it, easy proposi- 
tions; but when approached is found 
lo be surrounded by exceptionally diffi- 
cult circumstances, the principal of 
Which are the Indians themselves. In 
the multitude of their counsellors thoy 
do not know even their own minds. 
Tlie question is difficult and delicate 
enough in itself without introducing 
politcal considerations. It may be as- 
sumed that both Governments are 
equally anxious and willing to see the 
mailer settled. While tlie two Parlia- 
ments are in session the legal aspects 
should be carefully considered in or- 
der thai tlie necessary legislation can 
be obtained without further delay.

Despatches from Olympla, the 
Washington state capital, yesterday 
Indicate that a majority of the Senate 
committee on fisheries, has advised the 
hoisting of the Earle bill to prohibit 
fishing' for sockeyea during 1U06 and 
1U0S In accordance with the agreement 
for joint action understood to have 
been come to with the federal govern- 
ment of Canada.

The steamer Wyefield, which is regis- 
tered at the port of Victoria, 1',. ('.. load- 
ed a full cargo of hay, oats and other 
feedstuffs at San Francisco for Vladivos- 
tok and sailed via Oomox, where she 
loaded bunker eoal. Off Flattery a lin- 
er was sighted and thence nobbing was 
seen until the smoke of a Japanese gun- 
boat was Holed curling skyward one hazy 
day in Tsuruga straits.

The Vic- 
toria steamer was nearly through into 
the iSea of Japan, When tho gunboat 
signalled her, the M. S. Dollar put about 
and .steamed back with all the .speed that 
could be got out of her.

.S. Dollar, are expected on the next in- 
ibound liner. Those who arrived by tho 
lyo Maxu numbered 28, and included 
ilSverett Watson, son of the captain, and 
a iboy, Charley Hooper, whose parents 
reside at Oomox. They say that a Ger- 
man steamer which had arrived at Shi- 
inouoseki had reported 'being at Vladi- 
vostok. She went through the Sea of 
Japan by way of the Tsushima straits 
in the south; none of the vessels which 
tried to run the northern straits .succeed- 
ed in doing so. 

The Musashi, which seized the Wye- 
lield, is a composite steel vessel, ^!(ll feet 
long, of 1(100 tons displacement, with a 
speed of thirteen knots. She carries 1-1 
guns. The vessel was (built in Japan in 
ISSG.

He moved that: "Whereas the gov- 
ernment of British Columbia has from 
time to time made representations to the 
government of Canada urging upon tin- 
latter a readjustment of the financial 
terms of union ; 

"And whereas such readjustment has 
not yet been granted Iby the government 
of Canada; 

"And whereas the claims of the pro- 
vince are based upon permanent condi- 
tions peculiar to British Columba and 
entitle this .province as distinguished 
from the other provinces to distinct and 
separate relief: 

"Bo it therefore resolved that in the 
opinion of this House, the province is 
entitled to such distinct and separate 
relief from the Dominion of Canada bas- 
ed upon an equitable consideration of 
conditions in the province, and large, 
contributions made by the province t > 
the Dominion iby way of customs dunes 
and otherwise, and the exeeptionallj 
hi"h cost of government in the province

Hon. Mr. MoBride, in a statesmanlike 
manner, and in fitting phrase, announced 
his consent to the 'withdrawal of tho 
resolution 'prepared by the government 
and 'the substitution of that moved by 
the leader of the opposition, in order that 
no cnituse if or difference might exist, and 
that the voice of the legislature might 
ibe unanimous.

"I wish," said he, as lo, 
laughingly glanced at Mr. Macdonald, 
"that you would .second all mine." 
(Laughter and applause.) 

The resolution ipassed unanimously, 
amid general applause. 

The County Courts act was again tak- 
en up in committee of the whole and 
progress was reported, 
The House adjourned until Monday.
